AMERICAN INCOME FACTS. 


From the W ashington Herald. 


The National Bureau of Economics Re­ 
search has just completed a survey of per 
capita income in the United States w’hich 
reveals that the American people are ex­ 
cellently situated on the whole— although 
there are exceptions here and there. 
While per capita income in the United 
States as a whole in 1919 was $627, in the 
region embracing the Pacific states it was 
$796 and in the Middle Atlantic States it 
was $783. 
These high figures are in strik­ 
ing contrast with per capita income of $463 
in the South Central States and $364 in the 
East South Central states. 
The total 
income in the various states 
shows even greater extremes, owing to the 
disparity of population. The people of the 
Middle Atlantic states alone received more 
than one-fourth of the entire income of the 
country in 1919, and with the East North 
central states received nearly one-half of 
it. 
On the other hand the people of the 
twelve Southern states, comprising more 
than 21 per cent of the population received 
less than 15 per cent of the total national 
income. 
New York again heads the list of per 
capita incomes, with $874. 
Nevada, Cali­ 
fornia, Delaware, 
Wyoming 
and Massa­ 
chusetts are next with per capita incomes 
around $800. 
The average income of the 
gainfully employed show’s variations from 
the per capita income, due to the wide dif­ 
ferences in the character of the employ­ 
ment of the 
population 
of the 
various 
states. 
South Dakota and New York head 
the list with just over $2,000, w’hile on the 
other hand 
Alabama and Mississippi are 
both under $900. 
The w’ide variations in the incomes of 
farmers are well 
know’n, 
but how’ wide 
these differences are may be a surprise. 
Farmers in the Pacific states in 1919 had 
an average income of over $2,800; in the 
West North Central States their average 
was $2,300. 
These figures may be con­ 
trasted with the average of $1,160 for far­ 
mers in New’ England, $1,340 in the South 
Atlantic states and less than $1,000 in the 
East South Central states. 
The total income of the South is largely 
derived from farming. The South Atlantic 
states draw’ about one-fourth of their in­ 
come from this source; and the South Cen­ 
tral states about one-third. The only other 
group of states that is equally dependent, on 
farming is the West North Central states, 
which draw about one-third of their income 
from this source. 
In contrast with these 
states New’ England and the Middle states 
draw less than 4 per cent of their income 
from agriculture.

which could be furnished from any other 
nation on the globe are remarkable regard­ 
less of the high cost of living.

The Increase, due Lo the birth of 
calves, is in smaller

on 
hand April, than the rate for

same quarter in 1921, the survey dis­ 
closes. 
“The number of cows is now 39 
percent of the total cattle stock, be­ 
ing two points under the proportion 
in 1921/* the report reads, “but this 
results from a larger total 
cattle 
stock on hand. 
The number of cat­ 
tle now on feed is only 8 percent of 
the total, w’hile those on grass are 
50 
percent, 
being several 
points 
greater than last year. 
The sale of 
cattle during the quarter w’as 18 per­ 
cent of the total number and the de­ 
sire to buy stockers is less than the 
intention to sell. 
“Cattle are in good condition wdth 
pastures fine in 
the

grass sections, except that along the 
eastern border and in much of the 
Ozark range where grazing *s poor. 
“Hogs totaled 4,899,000 on July I 
against 4.866,000 in April and 3,693,- 
000 January I, due to the increased 
number of pigs.

J shipping season has been passed, ac 
j cording to W. H. Mosier in charge of 
I the local field station of the federal 
bureau of markets. 
M elons from the Kennett District 
I this year were not so large as those 
which w ere shipped out last year, it 
is said, 
because 
of 
dry 
weather 
which killed many of the vines and 
j caused other m elons to ripen before 
j they had attained their full growth. 
For a tim e only about half the ship­ 
ments of last season w ere being sent 
out of 
this 
district daily, although 
j one w eek s total showed about 
220 
, carloads of melons 
being 
shipped 
I from here. 
Som e of the cars are being sent as 
! far as Montana, it is said, and all of 
them are being distributed over dif­ 
ferent states. 
Much of 
the 
melon 
shipm ents go direct to Chicago and a 
large amount last week w'ere shipped 
lo the Cincinnati markets. 
Fifty per cent of the crop in this 
district has m ysteriously died w ith­ 
in the last few* w eeks, it has 
been 
estim ated. 
The trouble becam e so 
widespread that H. A. Cardwell, ex­ 
tension horticulturist of the Univer­ 
sity of Missouri 
colloge 
of agricul­ 
ture, was called to investigate. 
Cardineli found, after making 
ra­ 
ther extensive investigations in 
the 
district, that not half of the farmers 
had given sufficient cultivation 
to 
their m elons, 
especially 
following 


two weeks of rainy 
weather 
which 
the 
district 
experienced 
eaily 
in 
June. 
This rain, he said, caused the 
ground to cake on top and that the 
fifty per cent crop which hrs result­ 
ed was the result of 
not 
breaking 
the soil around the melon \ inca. 
‘'Weeds and cow peas hawe made 
a far more vigorous growth than is 
customary by this season of the year 
and this extra growth, plus the long 
dry spell, has simply 
checked 
the 
vines to such an extent that they are 
dying, or are so weakened that they 
are more susceptible 
to wilt 
and 
smallpox,** Card'nell says. 
“Cense 
quently a great deal 
more 
dig* ase 
bas shown up this year than did lust 
year.** 
Increased melon acreage in the en­ 
tire country has 
made 
it essential 
for Dunklin county larmers to grow 
better m elons, in the opinion of Dan­ 
iel C. Rogers of the marketing mu- 
reau at Jefferson City. 
Rogers was 
in the Kennett district recently on an 
inspection tour. 
“There are so many more m elons 
available for market today than for­ 
merly that only the best m elons are 
shipped to market. 
Dunklin county 
should grow better melons a n d ‘give 
more attention to their cultivation,” 
he told growers.

Bombs Explode in Stockade
